SOME FACTS FOR A SUNDAY SCHOOL REPORT 


The Sunday School Board's report to the last session of the Southern 
Baptist Convention gives our state 2,181 Sunda4 Schools with a member 
ship of 287,466. texas leadsin schools and membership; Georgia reports 
11 more schools but 30,833 less in membership than North Carolina. She 
has 300 more churches than we have In churches and Sunday 
School membership we are ahead of all other states. . 

It is distressing that American Sunday Schools had a loss in 1924, but 

Southern Baptists had one of their best gains by adding 155,000 to their 
former membership. Our North Carolina gain for 1924 was 12,269. In 
five years we have gained 73,048. 

Che work is going well along all lines. Besides membership gains 
there are marked improvements 1m organization, buildings and equip- 
vent, teacher training, and working for the Standard of Excellence. 
This Standard is being recognized as a program of work and not some 
thing techmica!

Proceedings of yesterday read 
and approved. Report of committee on Time & Place 
and Preacher. We recommend that the next session 
be held with the Gum Springs church, commencing on 
Friday before the 5th Sunday in Oct., 1926. To preach 
Introductory sermon, Rev M L Dorton. Report adopted. 

Something having been said about dissolving the An- 
son Association. The chair appointed a committee con- 
sisting of C H Martin, J W Sullivan, J M Broadaway to 
inquire of the churches, composing said Association. 
If in their judgment it be advisable to dissolve the An- 
son Association, and report at the next session. RE 
Powell of Marshville spoke on Home and State Missions 
at some length. M L Dorton offered the following reso- 
lution, which, after discussion by number of brethern, 
was adopted : 


RESOLVED, That we have great faithin our christian s2hools, and 
believe them to be a great power-house from which source great wheels 
are turned to advance the kingdom. We furthermore believe they should 
be supported by Baptists sending their daughters and sons to them, 
where they will receive christian training, such as they will receive no 
where else. We furthermore urge our Baptist people to give of their 
means to support our schools. Shall we be guided by His hand who 
makes no mistakes in our support of our schools. 

We therefore instruct our messengers to the Baptist Convention to 
vote for the “Barrett Resolution,” as we believe the Convention should 
be kept as close to the schools as possible since they are to be Strictly 
caristian, and as we believe should represent Baptists of North Carolina. 
and should stand for the faith once for all delivered to the saints of old
